SIMS BY SCORES

Seventy-Five People Were Killed at 
a Fire.

T h e Entire Fire 
Department 
W as 
W iped Out of E xistence and the 
Scene Resembled a Battle 
Field— 
Fifty-three Bodies H ave Been Re 
covered and Forty-Three W ounded 
People Are In the H ospitals— Dam ­ 
age is $1,000,000. 


B j t t e , M ont. Jan. IG.— F ifty three 
b e dies have been recovered from the 
ru in s caused by the explosion of gian t 
p o w d er during th e burning of the 
M ontana Central freight house last 
night. 
It is now thought th at the 
lis t of dead w ill reach seventy five 
w ith fifty wounded people in the hos­ 
pital here and tw en ty eigh t of them 
are thought to be in a critical con­ 
dition. 
The 
explosion 
wiped 
out 
of 
existence 
the 
en­ 
tire fire departm ent, and 
k illin g 
at 
le a st seventy-five m en. T he explosions 
occurred in th e M ontana C entral yards. 
in w hich th e pow der was stored in cars 
F ire broke o u t a t 10:05 in th e Royal 
M illing 
com pany's 
wai chouse 
and 
spread to th e K enyon-C ornell w are- 
nouse, in w hich w ere stored several 
ea r lo ad s of g ia n t pow der. 
W hile fire­ 
m en w ere fighting th e fire and closing 
aro u n d th e cars, w hich had cau g h t, a 
te rrib le explosion occurred an d killed 
every firem an save tw o. 
One of these 
w as stan d in g behind the hose cart 
horses and th e o th er w as a t a w a te r 
h y d ra n t several feet away. 
So fa r betw een fifty an d sixty m an ­ 
g led bodies have been recovered and 
m ore a re b ein g picked u p on all sides. 
T h e firem en w ho had escaped im m e­ 
d iate ly rallied and w ere b eg in n in g 
a n o th e r a tta c k w hen a second ex 
plosion, 
m ore 
v iolent 
th a n 
th e 
first, 
took 
place. 
T he 
people 
in 
th e 
vicinity 
w ere m ow ed dow n as 
w ith a g re a t scythe and th e stre e ts 
fo r h a lf a block aro u n d looked like a 
g re a t b attlefield . 
D ebris w as th ro w n 
h ig h in th e air. com ing dow n h a lf a 
in lie aw ay. 
M any people on th e stre e ts 
in th e c e n te r of th e city w ere th u s in ­ 
jured. 
A few of th e rem ain in g fire­ 
m en w ere g a th e rin g them selves to ­ 
g e th e r and a tte m p tin g to escape to a 
place of safety w hen th e th ird and 
la s t explosion occurred. 
This, 
too. 
killed an d in ju red m any people. 
T here w ere several cars of th e pow ­ 
der and a ll of them exploded. 
The 
w hole heavens w ere lig h ted up and the 
city shook as if an e a rth q u ak e w as in 
progress. 
Im m ediately a fte r th e first 
explosion th e en tire h o sp ital corps and 
police force w ere sum m oned, and m any 
oi th e detach m en ts of these com panies 
are am ong th e k illed an d in ju red in 
th e 
sub seq u en t 
explosions. 
Every 
house for blocks aro u n d 
has been 
tu rn e d in to an im prom ptu hospital. 
T he scene is terrify in g , and a t th is 
h o u r (12:10 a. rn.) w agons are still ta k ­ 
ing dead bodies from th e scene of th e 
explosion to various u n d e rta k in g es­ 
tab lish m en ts and th e w ounded to th eir 
hom es and hospitals. 
T he la tte r are 
all full. 
The fu ll list of th e dead possibly will 
reach seventy-five, and th e dam age to 
p ro p erty w ill be m ore th an 81,OOO,OOO. 
In all th re e carloads of pow der ex ­ 
ploded, one of w hich w as stored in th e 
B u tte H ard w are com pany’s w arehouse, 
w hich adjoined th e K enyon-C ornell 
w arehouse.

I t is e s t i m a t e d t h a t IOO addi­ 
t i o n a l p e r s o n s w e r e i n j u r e d , several o f 
w h o m d i e d a f t e r b e i n g t a k e n t o t h e 
h o s p i t a l s . 
T he effects of th e explosion a p a rt 
from th e scene itself w ere felt th ro u g h ­ 
out th e e n tire city. 
T he stan ch est 
buildings w ere sh ak en to th e ir founda­ 
tio n s and m any w ere so w eakened in 
th e ir su p p o rt as to be d angerous for 
h a b ita tio n u n til rep airs can be m ade. 
W indow s w ere 
sh a tte re d 
and 
th e 
show er of g lass th a t poured fo rth into 
th e stre e ts w as like some novel hail 
storm , as u n iq u e a fancy of n a tu re as 
w as th e d isa ster th a t b ro u g h t it forth 
T he e n tire city w as in th e d ep th s of 
repose w hen th e first a la rm s of fire 
w ere sounded. 
Only a few people in 
th e 
im m ediate 
v icinity 
had been 
aroused by th e d e p a rtm e n t d ash in g 
by. 
T he first re a l w a rn in g given of 
th e c a ta stro p h e w as th e shook ti a* 
b ro u g h t every sleep er to his feet. 
It w as like an e a rth q u ak e in its sud 
den im pact. 
T he an sw erin g blaze in 
th e h eav en s seem ed to verify th e first 
fears, and b efore th e real tru th w as 
Iv now n te rro r strick en people w ere 
d a sh in g h a lf crazed th ro u g h th e .streets 
sh o u tin g an u n in te llig ib le alarm . 
The te rro rs aroused 
by th e first 
shock w ere m u ltiplied to an aw ful de­ 
gree by those th a t follow ed im m edi­ 
ately after. 
In an in sta n t it seemed 
from every house in. th e city th e entire- 
population poured fo rth h a lf dressed 
and possessed of an u n know n terro i 
into th e streets. 
Like an arm y p u t to 
rout and in head lo n g re tre a t they 
dashed in th e direction of th e blaze. 
The scene of th e trag ed y w as soon 
surrounded by a dense m ass of people 
All seemed to be panic strick en by th* 
e x te n t of th e te rro r and few w ere ab b 
u t first to liecome sufficiently composed 
to ren d er p ractical assistance. 
Strew n ab o u t in an aw fu l confusion 
of d eath lay th e to rn and m angled 


bodies of m en and Horses. In tersp ersed 
in th e frig h tfu l pyre w ere some to 
w hom life still rem ained and whose 
cries and m oans m ade th e m id n ig h t 
terrib le. 
T he n a tu ra l h o rro r of th e scene was 
intensified by th e su rro u n d in g d a rk ­ 
ness outside the circle lig h ted by th e 
flames. 
T he p itiab le cries of those 
suddenly h u rled to th e b rin k of d eath 
w ere soon alm ost drow ned by a m ore 
in ten se w ailin g of wom en an d chil­ 
dren. 
W ives h u rried from th e uncon­ 
sciousness of sleep to th e sides of th eir 
dead husbands, m others confronted 
w ith sons m angled so as to be alm ost 
unrecognizable, and children gazing in 
te rro r a t a scene th ey could n o t ap p re­ 
ciate joined in a d read fu l threnody. 
The strick en people w ere so crazed 
by th e sudden affliction th ey overran 
th e scene beyond any hum an pow er to 
check them . 
W hen some slig h t form 
of o rder could be imposed on th e people 
th e h o rro r changed from one of m ass 
to one m ore aw fu l in detail. 
In d iv id ­ 
u als could now be sep arated from the 
g en eral field of dead, and th e w ork oi 
a rra n g in g th e victim s w ho could be 
g ath ered up from th e debris w as begun.

T he court handed dow n

legal and th e m an responsible for its 
dow nfall. C harles 
C. 
Ford of 1055 
Adam s street, is absolved from th e 
paym ent of $433.80 w hich he ow ed th e 
association in O ctober.

W illiam R eads Hilt Speech From 
th e T hrone. 


B e r l i n . Jan. lo.—T h e Prussian d iet 
was opened y esterd ay in 
th e w hite 
hall of th e palace by E m peror W illiam 
His m ajesty read th e speech from the 
throne. 
He began by saying th a t the P ru s­ 
sian b u dget show ed a deficit w hich lie 
hoped w ould disappear on th e accom ­ 
p lishm ent of th e proposed financial re­ 
form s of th ereich stag . A fter ann o u n c­ 
ing bills for th e extension of sta te ra il­ 
w ays and o th er dom estic m easures the 
em peror drew a tte n tio n to th e fact 
th a t th e heavy gales and Hoods of the 
last few w eeks had caused g rea t devas­ 
tatio n on th e P russian islands off th e 
coast and in th e N orth sea, adding th a t 
th e necessary steps w ould be tak en for 
th e adoption of m easures to rep air th e 
dam age.

P a r is , Jan. 16.— It 
w as announced 
la st evening th a t M. C asim ir-Perier, 
p resid en t of th e F rench republic, had 
resigned office. 
D uring th e evening he 
conferred w ith th e p resid en t of th e 
senate and th en sum m oned M. G uerin, 
m in ister of justice; M. Leyques, m inis­ 
te r of public in stru ctio n ; M. P oinearre, 
m in ister of finance, and th e prefect of 
th e seine. 
M. Leyques had a conversa­ 
tion w ith P crier, th e resu lt of w hich 
is n o t know n. 
A second official note was issued a t ll 
o'clock an nouncing th e resignation of 
th e p resid en t and forecasting th e ideas 
he in ten d s to develop in his farew ell 
address to th e cham ber of deputies. 
T he n o te says th a t in th e eyes of th e 
president 
M onday's 
sittin g of th e 
cham ber and th e vote w hich over­ 
th re w th e cab in et w ere o n ly secondary 
in cid en ts of th e stru g g le w hich is pro­ 
ceeding a g a in st th e p arliam en tary re­ 
gim e an d public liberties. 
C ontinu­ 
ing, th e note says th e p resid en t has 
requested th e m in isters to tem porarily 
w ith d raw th e ir resig n atio n s in order 
to facilitate th e necessary changes. 
Prim e M inister 
D upuy 
im parted 
P resident C asim ir-Perier's decision to 
th e p resid en ts of th e senate and cham ­ 
b er of deputies, w ho w ill fo rth w ith 
call urgency sittin g s of these bodies. 
T he g re a te st p erp lex ity reigns in all 
p o litical circles. 
W hen th e facts b e­ 
cam e know n co n stern atio n , am o u n tin g 
alm ost to stupor, seized every one. 
T here had been om inous h in ts in th e 
press in th e recen t days th a t M. Casi- 
inir-P erier w as g row ing tired of his 
position, y et nobody paid atte n tio n to 
them . T he high ch aracter, experience, 
firm ness and in te g rity of th e president 
inspired th e confidence of even th e ad ­ 
vanced republicans. 
i t is believed th e n atio n al assem bly 
w ill m eet to- m orrow . 
Those best in­ 
form ed as to th e political situ atio n b e­ 
lieve th a t C asim ir-Perier w ill be re­ 
elected by a larg e m ajority 
I t is 
expected steps w ill be tak en to b rin g 
ab o u t th is result. 
If th ey fail it is 
p rb b ab le th e g overnm ent p arties w ill 
choose Dupuy as th e ir candidate. 
The 
nam es of W aldecker, Rosseau, Challe- 
m el-Lacour and S p u ller are also m en­ 
tioned in connection w ith th is office.

m ates, and a reduction of $238,738 com ­ 
pared w ith th e ap p ro p riatio n for th e 
cu rre n t fiscal 
year. 
Mr. 
H olm an, 
chairm an of th e In d ian com m ittee, ex­ 
plained 
th e 
changes 
m ade. 
The 
changes included an increase in th e 
ap p ropriation for In d ian schools of 
$125,350, m aking 
th e to ta l am ount 
$1,126,350. 
Of th is am o u n t b u t 80 per 
cent w as to be used for c o n tra ct schools 
in Dursuance of th e policy recen tly in­ 
a u g u rated looking to th e u ltim a te sub­ 
stitu tio n of governm ent for co n tract 
schools. 
No progress w as m ade w ith th e bill 
and a t 4:30 th e house adjourned.

Your Catholicism is independent of 
your citizenship. 
There is nothing in 
either to conflict with the other. 
We 
w alk side by side on all questions af­ 
fecting the welfare of the country. 
The Catholic church is a great institu­ 
tion viewed from a secular standpoint. 
I t 
is a conservative 
organization 
which in a great measure prevents any 


the citizens of other beliefs in the ad­ 
vancement of 
patriotism , 
science, 
learning, art and hum anity. 
My re­ 
sponse to the toast is “ Let us ail 
unite in one common effort to advance 
our common good w ithout reference 
to our religious beliefs; let each man 
stand loyally by his religion; by his 
fireside and by his country.” There 
is, and can be no conflict between our 
religious duties and our duties as citi­ 
zens; be he Catholic, Protestant, Jew , 
or Gentile; let him be a citizen of the 
United States and as such work for 
the common good. 
My being a Prot­ 
estant, your being a Catholic does not 
make us good citizens unless we have 
other traits of character. 
We differ in 
politics and 
very 
strongly sometimes. 
lf we republi­ 
cans did not get drawn over the coals 
w ith our morning paper sometimes we 
would think something was wrong; 
th a t we were being snubbed. 
We 
must accept all that. 
The fact still 
remains th at oar homes are here, ov r 
interests are here, and we should 
work for one common purpose. 
See 
th at Janesville keeps her place on the 
records of the business world, and 
feel th at you Catholics have done your 
share in making it so. 
When a town 
or city ceases to grow it begins to die, 
and soon poverty overtakes it. 
Stand
